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DOLLARS AND POLICIES 

LooklnE forward to the day when the Mar- 
shall plan shall become the "Marshall opera- 
tion," Senator Byrd has called for an ac- 
counting. He wants to know how an esti- 
mated $20,000,000,000 was spent on foreign 
aid In the post two years, and the results. 
He oJso wants to know what specific results 
are expected from forthcoming expenditures 
under the Marshall plan. 

The request for a bill ol particulars on 
future aid seems a good idea. The general 
objectives of such, aid are already known— 
the alleviation of current critical hardships, 
the restoration of Europe's economy, the 
stabilization of currencies, the support of 
free governments against communism. 

Other information that Mr. Byrd seeks, 
may be InjpUclt In the report of the 16-na- 
tlon European economic conference. But a 
desirable addition would be a list of what 
particular sums are expected to achieve, as 
well as a lump-sum total of the money to 
be requested. 

The economy-minded senator from Vir- 
ginia is not necessarily displaying opposition 
to the Marshall plan when he asks for on 
accounting. Surely no American wants to 
see his government write a blank check for 
Europe. A requisition for several billion dol- 
lars shotUd be'Justlflcd as well as Itemized,' 
even though results cannot be guaranteed. 
Such a requisition might speed final action 
when congress meets to debate the ald-to- 
£urope program. 

There is less promise, and perhaps less 
point, In Mr. Byrd's demand for an accoimt- 
Ing of the last two years' spending In Europe, 
even though there ore good reasons why the 
accounting should be made. It can be said 
In advance that it would, disclose some dis- 
maying Information. There has undoubtedly 
been some appalling wastage of American 
funds, but the fault docs not lie entirely with 
the American government. 

It was certain when the war ended that 
' the United States, untouched by battle and 
possessing great wealth in money and pro- 
dnctive capacity, would have to help Europe. 
The victorious and occupied countries there 
found themselves exhausted and confused. 
The conquered nations were a responsibility, 
OS well as a liability. A new start had to be 
made from near ruin. 

America's first efforts to help may also 
have been confused, but there scarcely was 
time for detailed planning. Political dif- 
ferences were secondary; here were hungry, 
lU-clad, homeless people. 

But for the Soviet government, their polices 
would still be of minor Importance. The 
American government was reluctant to ac- 
cept the political challenge. It hesitated to 
admit that aggression and threats to free 
government tfid not end with the nazl'a de- 
feat. It was Moscow's decision, not Wash- 
ington's, that the communist governments 
would not participate in a united effort to- 
ward Europe's reconstruction. 

American foreign policy in the past two 
years may seem awkward and fumbling. 
Mistakes, arising from motives of decency 
and from' a desire to trust and co-operate 
until trust and co-operation were shown to 
he-impossible, may have been made. But now, 
American policy Is positive. The "Marshall 
operation." if and when, will probably cost 
considerably Jess than the largely non-pol- 
Itlcal aid of the post two years. America Is 
now hard-headed because she has to be. 



WHEAT OR MEAT 

Herbert Hoover suggests that we restrict 
use of wheat for animals and save It for 
humans as a step toward feeding a starving 
world. This Is good enough advice from the 
cost viewpoint. But from a nutritional stand- 
poln, Mr. Hoover Is on thin Ice. 

Proteins arc absolutely essential to health, 
strength, growth. Wheat Is not a complete 
protein itself. But feed It to cows, hogs, 
sheep, hens, and it comes out as the complete, 
protein, in the forms of meat, fowl, milk, 
cheese and eggs. 

The only complete protein that can be pro- 
duced without grain is fish. Unless we 
propose to live on fish. In view of the 
drought-caused com shortage we' must .feed 
wheat to anlmalji to get the proteins that 
make the difference between lowest-level 
subsistence and healthful, zestful, productive 
living.

Her royal outrlden had 
brought wonl that, when she arrived on her tnipecUon 
trip, tho place must be aplc and Bpan. .The portly 
burtomaiter hlinsatl supervised the scrubblog of side- 
walks, the wsshlng of windows and remoral of rubbish 
from the cobbled streets. 

Her highness had also warned that (00 prospective 
emiErants to the U. 8.. must be removed from the 
sun-spstUred plaza, where It was the custom to 
herd them for many dajs In advance ot saUlng. "Put 
tbe smell; lot In the hold of the vessel," her advance 
asenl Inslnicted the burgoinaster. 

But when the latt«r'B represenuUve notified La 
Ouardla, he pulled himself to his full, Napoleonic, 
flve-teet. two Inches, and roared In his quaint lalselto: 

"Her highness may boss your burgomaster, but she 
cannot Intimidate an official of the Dnlled SCatcsI" 

As JustiricaUon. he cited non-existent medical res- 
ulatlona of the American Immigration laws. Years 
later at Washington, he sponsored legislation ot the 
hygtcnk sort he Improvised at Flume. 

REFOBAICR— The red-faced, corpulent burgomaster 
was Infuriated at this defiance. He dispatched his 
sendarmas to find the American consul, and force him 
to rescind his acUon. They searched the hotels, the 
clubs, the cafes, the harbor craft fretn noon until 
sunset, but La Ouardla had vanished. 

It was not until the weary and exasperated Austrian 
returned homo In the evenlns that he discovered the 
missing offender's hideout He had spent a pleasant 
atlemoon with the burgomaster's attracUve, young 
wife on the balcony of their home overlooUng the 
danllng. blue sea, knowing that they would not look 
for him there. But ho accomplished hla humanitarian 
purpose. 

POLITICS— Maria Josefa's Imperial father was 
indignant over this Insult to his favorite daughter, 
and our stale department In those days was responsive 
to dlpUnnatlo suggestions from royalty. Voung La 
auardla soon decided that It was time to look for 
another Job. Returning to the D. e. he worked as an 
Interpreter at Oils Island while studying law at night 
and thus entered on his career tn politics. 

He never liked royalty since. When an American 
regiment ot World war I made Queen Marie of 
Rumania an honorarr colonel, ho protested to the 
war department with a bristling letter. Be frequently 
tirged foreign nations to "send us more workers and 
fewer crowned heads.** Upon hU death, however, there 
were messages of gratitude from all these peoples, 
whom he had fed as UNERA director. 

SUOWMANSmp— There was usually sense beneath 
La Ouardla's sensationalism. He kilew that, with 
his handicaps, he could command pubUo and pollUcal 
attention— and action— only through showmanship. 
When he dramaUied 1933'b high prices by extractliig 
an Ktpenslve cut ot aUak from his pants pocket In 
the well of the house, or when ho concocted an Ulegal 
drink legally during prohlblUon days, begging Broad-' 
ways oops to arrest him. he was Indulglni In effective 
theater. 

"You know," ha once confided In almost a prayerful 
and fearful tone, "it Is damn hard to be a reformer 
In the richest nation In tho worldl' 

HAROBHtP— A background of bltUr hardship bl- 
Bplred all hU ncUvlUes for bettering the lot of the less 
favored and fortunate. It embittered him against 
politicians who saw public office only as a vehicle 
for advancing themselves or building heartless ma- 
chines such as the Tammany he exiled from dty hall 
for la years. 

Although bom on New York's east tide, he spent 
his early boyhood at an army camp In Oklahoma, 
where the only shade came from the flapping flag, 
As a boy correspondent for a St. Louis newipapcr at 
Tampa, ha saw his father, an army bandmaster, die 
of the spoiled beef dished out by mUllaty bureaucrats. 
He never torgot that incident, and never let later 
qunrtermaitert forget It. 

FXIOD— He lived many years In dark tenements 
and In gloomy, back rooms as he earned a living and 
got an educaUon In New York City. Prom that experi- 
ence he derived his love ot lights, and he spent hb last 
weeks sitting tor hours In the sunlight ot his garden 
In a wooded suburb of the metropolis he had helped 
to build and brighten with parka, playgrounds, broad 
highways and model tenements. 

As a child and young man. he had to eat so 
nomlcoUy that, as he once remarked. "I thought that 
food grew In cans." Those meager memories made 
him partial to things green, and he became an expert 
at throwing together a salad. He was such a con- 
noisseur ot food that he would have made an excellent 
chet It he had not entered politics. Next to capltoI 
hlU and New York City hoU, he ranked his kitchen.

ADVICE ON CnOBEB 
Some ot the psychiatrists who have rushed into 
print with comment on the latest child murder might 
have done the proteaslon more service by keeping their 
traps shut. 

The boy who committed the murder announced that 
he did It because his mother made him perform 
"sissy" chores around the house. Well. It made a good 
atory, and Just the kind a psychopathic kid would In- 
vent to shift the guilt away from hlmaell. But why 
any piiychlatrlat should tall for It like a ton ot bricks 
Is beyond us. 

Borne did. however, and they are now flUlng the air 
with solemn warnings to parents against asking boya 
to do the dishes or make the beds. Could anything bo 
more ridiculous! A pcychlatrlit ought to t>e the first 
to realise that conclusions cannot be drawn from at>- 
norml tiehavlor and applied indiscriminately to nor- 
mal pcrsom. Above all he ahould be the first to noUce 
that the motives which abnormal people Invent for 
themaelves are almost never the true mcUvea which 
underlie their acts. 

It Is staggering to contemplate the number of homes 
where tlie psychiatrists' words are being held up theso 
days as Exhibit A tn the perennial debate on whether 
Junior shall help out with the chores. Iilom. If I 
have to make my bed, who knows, I may go out and 
murder somebody." Wa know the answer to that, and 
we suspect most parents do.— Chicago Sun.

Newburyport Prices Are up, too; 10 
Per Cent Plan to Cut Costs Has Died

-NEWBtJRypORT, Mass., Sept. 30 
(HEA)-One grocery store here sUIl 
Is flying Newburyport plan ban- 
ners. Another store sUIl Is giving 
10 per cent off on all paint and 
30 per cent off on wall paper, with- 
out banners. 

But when Newburyport house- 
wives walk Into most markets they 
find hamburger costing 10 cents, 
which. Is a dime more than -In a 
neighboring community. PuUet' 
eggfl, almost a glut on the market, 
they can buy for 17 cents, while 
mediums will .cost 73 . cehls and 
big ' grade A's OS cents. Cubed steak 
at to. sirloin at SO typify meat 

The Newburyport plan for cut- 
ting the cost of living, which made 
headlines across the world lost 
ipring, la dead as an organised 
projKt. ■ J;ihn Swonoon, succw 
ful hardware merchant, who con- 
ceived the Idea, kept It going or 
a Tuesday-only basis through the 
Ilrst week of September. Then he, 
too, gave up. 

But Swonson and H. J. Randell. 
who as executive secretary ot the 
Northwest Essex Development 
Council directed the plan, and many 
of the leading merchants here In- 
sist that it did a great deal of 
good, and that some of Its bene 
Ilia sUU linger both here and In 
the fountry oa a whole. 

Tboy are convinced that the 
psychological efforts of the NeW' 
buryport plan, coming at a. time 
when a nallon-wlde buyers' strike 
seemed probable, delayed for nine 
weeks the wave of record Infla- 
tion that now has arrived. 

Even If- nothing in JJewburyport 
were cheaper than elsewhere, the 
plan's backers say that almost ev- 
erything- everywhere costs less than 
It would It 183 out ot this city's 317 
rttaljers had not msde a determin- 
ed altack'on high prices. , 

They believe, too, that the plan 
made friends of ' their cuslcniers, 
convincing them that the retailer 
hates high prices Juat as much as 
ths' ctntdther does, and did what 
ho could to lower, thcin. . 

{Isnd^U'Dnd Swohion think that 
the' Nentniryport- plan died, as a 
community effort, for lack of co- 
operation from other cities. They 
never supposed that they could put 
11 across all by themselves. 

The essence of the plan was not 
the 10-per-cent-acroaj - Uie - board 
price cut that mode headlines and 
was Imitated by many communities 
and perhaps thousands of Individ- 
ual merchants.

Soai-, Butcher Tells Othman

WASHINOTON, SepL 30 (ILB — 
The senators who Invited Dick Rlck- 
ert. the honest butcher of Shamo- 
kln. Pa, to tell the secret of the 
3a-cenl sirloin steaks, hare nudged 
him Into a men- 
tal meat grinder. 

When the hlsh- 
coil - of - living 
subcommittee of 
Sen. Ralph ^

vited him to tes- 
tify on hcrw

before. And wholl 
handle the customers lining up tor 
the 29-cent hamburger, the ia-cent 
lamb shops and the 33-ce&t rib 
roasU.

This question puziled Rlckert. He 
stopped evtn'lhlng finally at his 
lltUe gUnt market In Shamoktn. got 
on the long distance phone and 
asked mo If I thought Senator 
Flanders could ttnd a fill -In butcher 
while be was explaining the eco- 
nomics ot the ID-cent leg ot IsmbT 
I told him I doubted It and lUckert 
said he guessed then he'd have to 
send his regrets. 

"Of course." added Brother Dick 
(the name his customers have given 
him), "the dtmibest farmer some- 
times grows the biggest potatoes. I 
mean even a Jackass like me can 
come up with an Idea and I'd sure 
like to tell It to thoee senators, 
but . . ." 

So Brother Dick and I made a 
deal there on the phone. Since he 
had to stay behind the meat coun- 
ter, he'd give me the details of hli 
scheme and I'd relay them to the 
lawmakers. Wo ran up a whopping 
telephone bill t>efoTe we got through, 
but here's the dope.

And the fellow 
across the street doesn't do any- 
thing about 11, because he likes the 
high profits, too. And the housewife 
pays the price. So I'm fitrald she 
brought this thing on henclf." 

Brother Dick paused at this Junc- 
ture. I could hear him shushing the 
impatient ctutomert. 

"Hello." he resumed. "If the gov- 
ernment puts on ratlonlns, they'll 
t>e patronising black markets for tho 
thrill of IL But I am a highly pub- 
Ucltcd Jackass now and maybe the 
people will Ibten. This is all there 
la to my idea: 

"It every housewife In this coun- 
try would boycott meat for one week 
and then bi^ only from a butcher 
who reduces prices S5 per cent be- 
low what he chanted tiefore — that 
would bring down the coat ot meat."
